Terminal Disclaimer

The general formation of a tire carcass assembly from a plurality of strips is 
known in the tire industry, as shown for example by Frazier (US 3,240,250). However, 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would not have found it 
obvious to form the specific tire/carcass assembly of the claimed invention, including the 
formation of a first carcass ply defined by a first and second series of strips and a 
second carcass ply defined by a third and fourth series of strips, wherein a first annular 
reinforcing structure is positioned between the first and second series of strips and a 
second annular reinforcing structure is positioned between the third and fourth series of 
strips.
